We believe that com- 
pany is composed of men aa good 
asany other men would be, who 
suddenly from the position of 
ordinary business men were.given 
the monopoly over a great State. 
They began by starting a little 
railroad out of Sacramento east, 
hoping to be able to build it fifty 
miles. Before the fifty miles were 
constructed, they found that they 
had about $10,000 clear profit in 
every mile of road they built, so 
they continued it east clear to 
Ogden. When that wes dope they 
obsorbed the other roads of the 
State, extended (htf? road south 
to San Fraucisco, took possession 
of Sau Francisco bay, aud every 
approach almost to the city except 
by sea. They continued the road 
on south to Los Angeles, then east 
clear to Galveston, New Orieans 
and Chesapeake bay. “since that 
they have buit a good many 
branch lines to their roads in Cali- 
fornin. From the first they 
mingled largely in politics, and the 
mau who opposed them was not 
eligible either to legislative -or 
judical honors. In the early days 
they punished men who dared to 
protest against any of their ways 
by deliberately ruining them. Of 
late years they have maturely re- 
duced their rates, In very many 
ways they have softened down 
their arbitrary rules, but the rule 
is over the State, nevertheless. 

So soon as their line was com- 
pleted across the continent they, 
in conjunction with the Union 
Pacific, made an arrargement with 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, whereby that company prac- 
tically ceased to be a competitor 
for through freights. Over the 
two roads the through freights 
have always been reasonable, but 
the local freights have sometimes 
been high, sometimes outrageous; 
and the State is in the position 
that a State always is when a great 
monopoly, no matter how gently 
it may assert itself, is after all the 
controling power over the busi- 
ness of the State. 

The merchants who metin San 
Francisco on Saturday seeking to 
devise wnxys and meaus to relieve 
them from this over-mastering 


monopoly will probabiy tail inthe 


object of their meeting. They 
will yrobably fail, because the 
means necessary to make an op- 
position aro too large for them to 
control. At the same time, we 
think that if they would combine 
they could organize a railroad to 
go up the San Joaquin valley and 
cross the Sierras through one of 
the southern passes, another to 
cross the Sacramento valley and 
the Sierras, either up the north 
fork of the Feather river, or by 
the Chico route, or by the old 
Nobles pass, or up Pitt river. 
And if they would, we believe that 
by the time they got through the 
Sierras they would be met north 
and south by arailroad direct from 
this city.” .

In 
fact. so far as coming home in disgrace 
goes, the half dollar is the Prodigal Son 
of the mints. 

A very large proportion of the twenty 
million dollars of fractional silver on 
hand at Washington is made up of 
halves. This is the lot which Secretary 
Poster was so anxious to get rid of, and 
about which he talked with the New 
York bankers when he made his visit 
here. Nobody then manifested any wild 
desire to take the secretary’s load off 
his shoulders. 

It is probable that a good many of the 
halves stored up in Washington will be 
recoined into quarters anddimes. In 
that way they will be more convenient 
for popular use. And Mr. Foster will 
sleep more comfortably o’ nights— which 
will be a good thing and a benefit all 
around. 

Of course, lots of halves are used and 
will continue to be used. Their coinage 
will be kept up and nobody will have 
any more difficultyin getting them than 
usnal. But the proportion of other 
coins will be increased because the peo- 
ple like them better, 

The New York sub-treasury has its 
share of halves on hand, and the other 
day it tried to work off some of them. 
It was a day when pension checks were 
being paid, and nearly every one was 
eashed partly in halves. Before the 
clore of the day a good many of the

OUR LAND FAMINE.

Recent Events Show That Such a State 
of Things Exists. 

But in the face of the great increase in 
the demand for produce, implied by the 
growth of cities and towns, there stalks 
into sight an apparition in the shape of 
another condition, so unexpected and 
so startling as hardly to be credited, 
writes Erastus Wiman in the North 
American Review. This is nothing 
more nor less than a realization of two 
important facts: 1. The extent of the 
exhaustion of arable soil. 2. The hard- 
ly realizable circumstance that no more 
new wheat lands remain unoccupied in 
the United States. In other words, ifa 
farmer’s son or a newcomer seeks to 
secure land that will probably produce 
bread, to do so he must displace an oc- 
cupant already in possession or go with- 
out. That a “‘land-hunger” should at 
this early date in the history of the 
country exist, and be unappeased, 
would seem umpossible on a continent 
whose land areas were supposed to be 
illimitable and whose soil was supposed 
to be inexhaustible. That no lands are 
available is a conclusion so unexpected 
and so extraordinary that it is no won- 
der people doubt the truth of sucha 
statement. Yetthat a land-hunger of 
the keenest character does exist is 
proved in numerous sections, and per- 
haps more vividly than by anything 
else by the scenes which occurred at the 
opening of the territory of Oklahoma two 
years ago, and which have since been 
repeated with terrible earnestness on 
every occasion upon which government 
land offices were open for allotment of 
homesteads. When, as in Ashland, 
Wis., last winter, men and women 
stand in line, ankle deep in snow, all 
day and all night from Thursday until 
Saturday, waiting for their turn to reg- 
ister; and when the secretary of the in- 
terior at a later date was compelled to 
close the land office because it was in 
possession of a mob, who only became 
such because of their eager desire for 
the registration of their names, there is 
proof of a craze for land which nothing 
else in the previous history of this coun- 
try bas paralleled.
